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Philadelphia,  the  largest  city  of  the 
state  and  the  fifth  most  populous  of 
the  country,  is  historically  known  as 
the  birthplace  of  American  Indepen- 
dence. It  was  here  that  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  adopted  and  the  U.S. 
Constitution  was  written.  The  city  served 
as  the  U.S.  capital  from  1790  to  1800. 

Philadelphia  was  founded  in  1682  by 
William  Penn  who  envisioned  a  place 
where  men  would  live  in  complete  reli- 
gious, political,  and  intellectual  freedom. 
The  name  Philadelphia  is  derived  from  two 
Greek  words  meaning  "brotherly  love". 

The  city  has  many  prominent  historic 
landmarks  beginning  with  the  Indepen- 
dence National  Historic  Park,  which  in- 
cludes not  only  Independence  Square,  the 
site  of  Independence  Hall,  Congress  Hall, 
the  Liberty  Bell,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
Building,  but  also  Carpenter's  Hall,  and  the 
First  and  Second  Banks  of  the  United 
States.  Also  in  the  area  are  Elfreth's  Alley, 
the  oldest  continuously  occupied  street  in 
America,  the  Betsy  Ross  House,  and  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital,  the  first  hopsital  in  the 
country. 

Center  City's  most  prominent  landmark 
is  City  Hall  on  which  construction  was  be- 
gun in  1871  and  completed  in  1901.  The 
French  Renaissance  style  building,  topped 
by  a  37  ft  bronze  statue  of  William  Penn, 
would  remain  the  tallest  building  in  the 
city  at  548  ft  for  86  years  until  the  comple- 
tion of  One  Liberty  Place  in  1987  at  945  ft. 

The  city's  most  well-known  landmark  is 
the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  which 
opened  in  1928.  The  Greco-Roman  build- 
ing, at  the  gateway  to  Center  City,  houses 
nearly  100,000  works  of  art  of  the  Medi- 
eval, Renaissance,  and  Contemporary  per- 
iods. Nearby  is  the  Rodin  Museum  where 
Rodin's  "Thinker"  sits  at  the  entrance. 

The  city's  other  landmarks  include 
America's  oldest  zoo,  Fairmount  Paik.  the 
largest  municipal  park  in  the  country,  the 
Franklin  Institute,  Prim's  Landing,  and 
Boathouse  Row. 

Finally,  Philadelphia  ii\als  Boston  in  fa- 
cilities for  medical  education  with  6  medi- 
cal schools,  .is  well  as  schools  in  podiatry, 
optometi\.  dentistry,  and  pharmacy.
